WASHINGTON, March 24— 
The House today passed and 
sent to the Senate a five-point 
civil rights bill featuring a court- 
appointed referee system to see 
that Negroes are protected in 
their right to register and vote. 

Passage was by a 311-109 vote. 


On the roll-call on passage, 
179 Democrats and 132 Republi- 
cans voted for the bill, 94 Demo- 
crats and 15 Republicans 
against it. 

In a statement issued within 
minutes after the House acted, 
Attorney General William P. 
Rogers called the bill “a his- 
toric step forward.” He indi- 
cated it was acceptable to the 
Administration although not fully 
covering the Administration’s 
proposals.

Situation in Senate. 


The House bill faced almost 
certain attack in the Senate by 
forces on both sides of the civil 
rights fight, which began in the 
upper house on Feb. 15. South- 
erners and the more ardent 
rights advocates were expected 
to lock in battle, with the Dixie | 
forces reopening their efforts to | 
block any legislation at all and | 
the civil rights liberals bending 
every effort to strengthen the 
House measure. 

House passage of the bill was 
a formality. The bill was, for all 
practical purposes, approved 
yesterday, but a parliamentary 
technicality invoked by a south- 
ern member postponed final ac- 
tion until today. 

Combination Rejected. 


The Senate, meanwhile, con- | 
tinued on the road to testing | 
sentiment on various amend- 
ments. In one key test vote to- 
day, the Senate turned down a 
proposed amendment with bi- 
partisan backing to combine the 
features of the court-appointed 
referee plan, as approved by the 
House, and an alternative plan 
for federal enrollment officers to 
be appointed by the President.

He Says Nothing About 
Entering Democratic 
Primaries — Lists 
Four Goals and 

- Stresses Unity.

WASHINGTON, March 24 — 
After much cautious circling, 
Stuart Symington today formally 
placed his hat in the ring as an 
avowed candidate for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 


The Missouri senator, in a 
400-word statement, said: ‘‘ I am 
in this campaign to win and my 
number one goal is to unite this 
great country. 


“I appeal to my fellow Ameri- 
cans for unity — the challenge 
that confronts us is far more 
important than the differences 
that divide us. 


“I appeal to my fellow Demo- 
crats for unity—united we can 
win this vitally important elec- 
tion.” 

No Mention of Primaries. 


The statement did not mention 
whether Symington would enter 
state primaries against the only 
two previously announced can- 
didates, Senators John F. Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts and Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey of Minnesota. 
Senate majority leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas is expected 
to take more aggressive and 
public action for his own nomi- 
nation, after Congress has acted 
finally on civil rights legislation. 

Symington scheduled a press 
conference in the Senate Office 
Building for this afternoon. He 
will undoubtedly be asked then 
to elaborate his formal state- 
ment. He has said that pri- 
maries are too scattered and un- 
representative to be of much in- 
fluence at a convention and that 
he has neither the time nor the 
money to enter these state con- 
tests. 

His original plan was to delay 
his announcement until the Mis- 
souri Democratic convention in 
early May. At this meeting, 
which he will address, he is ex- 
pected to be given a delegation 
instructed to vote for his nomi- 
nation at the national convention 
in Los Angeles beginning July 11. 

Reasons for Speaking Out. 

The announcement appears to 
have been hastened for two rea- 
sons: First, that Kennedy, ac-

Stop-Gap That Does 
Not Meet Need. 


| Mayor Raymond R. Tucker to- 
_day rejected Public Service Co.’s 
| proposal that the utility be re- 
| lieved of most of its municipal 
| taxes in return for developing a 
single co-ordinated transporta- 
tion system for St. Louis and 
St. Louis county. 

The company’s proposal “‘is 
merely a stop-gap plan which 
does not come to grips with our 
basic community need—a mod- 
ern rapid transit system,” he 
declared, adding: 


“No one can deny that some of 
the proposals for improved and 
combined city-county service 
are desirable, but the price our 
citizens would have to pay under 
the utility’s plan is too high, 
particularly in terms of tax 
revenue relinquished.” 

Public Service Co. asked the 
City of St. Louis and county mu- 
nicipalities to eliminate their 
gross receipts and motor fuel 
taxes, which amount to $1,015,- 
000 a year. 

Mayor’s Position. 

If the public could be assured 
that this saving for the company 
would be used entirely for im- 


proving service, the tax relief | 


proposal would merit considera- 
tion, Tucker declared. 


“The city and the transit rider 
simply have no assurance that 
the company would not make 
further reductions in the level of 
its service and operating ex- 
penses, thereby diverting the 
proposed tax relief from the im- 
provement of service to the en- 
hancement of earnings available 
for dividends,’ he stated. 


Rejection of Public Service 
Co.’s proposal does not mean 
the city administration plans to 
do nothing about improved mass 
transportation, however, Tucker 
continued. He said within 30 
days he will recommend another 
transit improvement plan which 
he believes will offer more ad- 
vantages than the company’s 
proposal. 

The utility repeatedly has 
urged establishment of lanes 
reserved for busses on main 
arteries during rush hours. The 
Mayor said this should be 
given a trial, and he has in- 
structed the traffic division 
and the city counseler’s office 
to confer with Public Service 
Co. in working out arrange- 
ments. 


The utility's plan called for 
the city to pay the $700,000 cost 
of paving streetcar tracks that 
would be abandoned. This would 
include about $500,000 for paving 
Public Service Co.’s_ privately- 
owned Hodiamont streetcar right- 
of-way so it could be used for 
busses. 


Tucker said utilities have al- | 


ways assumed the obligation of 
restoring public property to its 


‘abandoned. Furthermore, the 
‘city counselor believes it would 
lbe illegal for the city to pave 
the Hodiamont right-of-way, in- 
asmuch as this would involve 
use of public funds for a private 
| purpose, he reported. 

The new fare structure pro- 
| posed by the company for a uni- 
fied system would offer little 
advantage to riders who use 
mass transit only to go to and 
from work five days a week, 
Tucker continued. 

The company wants to elimi- 
nate the four-for-90 cents tokens 
and the 1714-cent ride in a single 
zone, and offer an unlimited

ADVANCES BIL 
ON TAX SETUP 


Tentative Approval Is 
Voted on Proposal to 
Establish New Reve- 


nue Department. 


A bill to set up a new St. 
Louis county revenue department 
headed by an elected director 
was approved tentatively yester- 
day by the County Council. A 
final vote on the measure is 
scheduled for next Wednesday. 

Perfection of the bill was by 
a voice vote. The only oppos- 
ing vote heard was cast by 
Councilman Thomas C. Dunne 
(Dem.), First District. 


The measure proposes an 
amendment to the county char- 
ter which would abolish the 
elective offices of assessor and 
collector, and consolidate all tax 
functions in the new revenue 
department. If the bill is enact- 
ed, the charter amendment pro- 
posal would be submitted to 
voters at the Aug. 2 primary. 


A citizens committee mean- 
while is circulating petitions in 
support of a plan which differs 
in two major respects. The di- 
rector of the revenue depart- 
ment would be appointed by the 
County Supervisor, not elected, 
and employes of the proposed 
new revenue department would 
be under civil service under the 
citizens’ plan. 

The petitions call for submission 
of the proposals to the voters at 
the Nov. 8 general election.

NEW YORK, March 24 (AP)

The strike continued despite 
a warning by Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker that dis- 
ciplinary measures would be 
taken against employes who re- 
main off their jobs. Department 
heads have told the Mayor that 
more than 1400 of the 8900 city 
employes are idle. About half of 
these actually are on strike. The 
others are honoring the picket 
lines. 

The city’s petition said many 
services are curtailed or stopped 
altogether. It said there is no 
emergency maintenance of street 
lights; garbage and rubbish col- 
lections have ceased; there is 
no normal maintenance at pump- 
ing stations; telephone service 
is curtailed; electricity and heat 
‘are turned off at Kiel Audito- 
rium, and city vehicles are not 
being maintained in good repair. 

Termed Illegal. 

The petition asks first for a 
restraining order, then a tem- 
porary injunction and finally a 
permanent order to enjoin city 
employes from “participating in 
and continuing the illegal strike 
against the city and the picket 
ing of city institutions.” 

At the hearing, City Counselor 
Thomas J. Neenan told the court 
that any strike against a mu- 
nicipality is illegal. The Mis- 
souri Supreme Court has upheld 
this argument, he said. 

Neenan declared the city had 
no right to bargain collectively 
with its unionized employes, al- 
though they have the right to 
Organize under the Supreme 
Court opinion. 

Gualdoni Testifies. 

In an effort to show an emer- 
gency exists and the public wel- 
fare is endangered, the city put 
Louis J. Gualdoni, manager of 
Kiel Auditorium, on the stand. 
Gualdoni testified that a conven- 
tion attended by more than 8000 
persons is now going on in Ex- 
position Hall of the Auditorium. 

Gualdoni said rubbish is swept 
off the floor of Exposition Hall 
to a mezzanine floor near a 
ramp leading to the street. This 
rubbish, normally removed as 
it accumulates, is now of seri- 
ous proportions because of lack 
of city trucks and drivers to re- 
move it, he said. 

If the trash became ignited, 
smoke and fumes would be car- 
ried throughout the building by 
the ventilating equipment, Gual- 
doni said, This could easily start 
a panic among the . thousands 
viewing the exhibition, he gaid. 
If the self-operating elevators 
should stop between floors be- 
cause of a malfunction, there 
would be no one to get them 
moving again, the auditorium 
manager said. 

Marshal Heard. 

Following Gualdoni, Fire Mar- 
shal William Trantina testified 
that he made a routine 
tion of the auditorium today and 
found “huge piles” of rubbish 
—‘several truck loads”—in the 
place.

Allies, Russia Divided 
on How to Go On 
From There — Dis- 
pute Over Concept of 
Controls. 


GENEVA, March (AP)— 
Delegates of the Soviel bloc and 
the Western powers tentatively 
agreed teday on six initial 
principles for the control of an 
East-West disarmament treaty.

The uni- 
versity has offered to. supply a 


teaching staff if the district pro- 


vides a minimum enrollment of 
75 college students from the dis- 
trict, anda building in which to 
hold classes. 

Students Being Questioned. 

The citizens committee investi- 
gating the feasibility of an “ex- 
tension center presently is send- 
ing out questionnaires to high 
school seniors to determine their 
interest in such a center. Edward 
Monaco, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said the 128-acre Belle- 
rive Country Club, bought by 
the school district for about 
$600,000, is being considered as 
the proposed center’s site. 

An extension center possibly 
would evolve into a junior col- 
lege which many residents of 
the district believe is necessary 
to meet the higher educational 
needs of the community, Small 
said. 

“Past experience indicates 
that about 50 per cent of our 
high school seniors will go to 
college,”’ Small said. ““Yet, only 
one-third of the students ranking 
in the upper half of their class 
will be among those who. will 
continue their education. The 
rest apparently are prevented 
from going to college because of 
increasing tuition and other 
costs.” 

Residents of the Normandy 
school district will yote April 5 
on the proposed 14-cent increase 
in the school tax rate. The in- 
crease would bring the total 
school. levy to $3.33 for each 
$100 assessed. 

Teachers’ Pay Increase. 

Small said the additional. tax 
revenue is needed because a 
sharp rise in enrollment is an- 
ticipated next fall. The present 
enrollment of 6600 will be in- 
creased ‘by about 225. students, 
he said, requiring employment of 
11 additional teachers. 

Minimum annual teacher sal- 
aries would be increased from 
$4200 to $4400, Small said. The 
pay rise, pilus salaries of new 
teachers, would total about $140,- 
000 more than the present budget | 
item for teachers’ pay, he said. 
The increased enrollment and 
additional classes would cause | 
operating costs to rise about $40,- 
000, Small said 

“These expenses would just 
about exhaust the additional tax | 
revenues that would be yielded | 
by the proposed 14-cent tax in- 
crease, ”’ Small said. 

He said the proposed increase 
does not provide for any kind of 
school operation at Bellerive 
Country Club. It does cover the 
minimum maintenance that 
would have to be exercised, re- 
gardless of whether the property 
is put to a new use, Small said.

His salary 
previously was $125 a month 
with an expense account of $125 
‘@ month.

In the future, 
they will receive $125 a month 
salary and $50 in expense funds. 

Elected Last April.

Thank you for directing interest 
to the proposed industrial develop- 
ment amendment in your editorial 
“Slipping Industrially.” 

I entirely agree that the general 
obligation bond feature of the 
amendment should have included 
the St. Louis-Kansas City metropol- 
itan areas as we House sponsors of 
the amendment intended. 


I will certainly give full support 
to future effort to extend this fea- 
ture to these areas.

The Senate change was reluctant- 
ly accepted by us House sponsors 
late in the 1959 legislative session 
in order to safeguard passage of 
the measure referring the amend- 
ment to the people. 


Please permit me to emphasize 
that the revenue bond feature in 
the referral does apply to all 
cities, including St. Louis, Jackson 
county cities and St. Louis county 
cities.

A Rights Advance 


The House has taken a step forward with 
approval of the Administration plan to help 
Negroes exercise their right to vote. The 
plan is not the strongest possible, but it obvi- 
ously is the strongest that could be put 
through the House. If enacted into law it 
will be a significant civil rights advance. 

In its final form the House bill contains 
all of the Administration’s major civil rights 
proposals but one—a provision to give the 
President’s Committee on Government Con- 
tracts permanent statutory authority. Since 
the Government still can prevent discrimina- 
tion in its contracts by administrative action, 
this was no serious loss. 

The House bill retains a provision making 
it a crime to obstruct court orders for school 
integration by force or violence. This has 
been struck from the Senate bill. The House 
measure permits federal prosecution of bomb- 
ers who cross state lines, and federal aid for 
service men’s children whose public schools 
are closed in segregation ‘fights. There is 
also a requirement for preservation of voting 
records. 

But in the main the House bill is a voting 
rights bill. The Attorney General could ask 
a federal court to find that a pattern exists 
in a given area for denial of voting rights for 
reasons of race or color. Upon one such 
finding in the area, every citizen of such race 
would be entitled to a court certificate en- 
titling him to vote in any election. The court 
could appoint voting referees to report on 
denials of the right to vote, which could lead 
to contempt proceedings against those deny- 
ing the right. 

One important amendment insisted upon 
by Northern Democrats provides that if state 
officials challenge a citizen’s qualifications 
for voting, the citizen still may vote. His 
ballot will be impounded and counted when 
his qualifications have been determined. This 
procedure puts the burden of proof on local 
officials instead of on the citizen. 

In contrast to the referee plan, the Com- 
mission on Civil Rights had suggested presi- 
dential appointment of voting registrars. And 
Senator Hennings of Missouri had suggested 
a sound compromise substituting registrars 
for referees in the court procedure recom- 
mended by the Administration. This would 
have permitted more direct assurance of vot- 
ing by those now denied that right. 

But the Northern Democrats eventually 
discovered that they could not demand such 
measures and hope to get a civil rights bill in 
any form. The Republicans stood fast for 
the Administration plan; the Southern Demo- 
crats voted first on one side and then the 
other to block effective legislation. In the 
end, the Northerners acceded to the G.O.P. 
program in return for strengthening amend- 
ments. 

Presumably the same tactical considerations 
will affect action in the Senate, which has 
been paralyzed by filibustering. Though the 
House bill might have been stronger, it offers 
a measure on which Republicans and North- 
ern Democrats may agree. Once they agree, 
they have the votes to invoke cloture and 
compel action. 


Progress Toward Understanding 

The semiannual report of George V. Allen, 
director of the United States Information 
Agency, contains some encouraging facts. 
During the last six months, Mr. Allen says, 
the U.S.1LA. has probably told more people in 
the Soviet Union about the American way of 
life than in the 15 preceding years. He terms 
this a “partial breakthrough,” and it is an 
important one. Certainly a major hope for 
peace is in reaching an understanding among 
peoples, as distinct from their governments. 

Mr. Allen points out that during six weeks 
of last summer about three million Soviet citi- 
zens visited the first United States national 
exhibition ever held in Moscow, and that in 
opening the exhibit Vice President Nixon 
spoke directly to the Russian people by radio, 
television and the press. He recalls that in 
the last year nearly 1000 Soviet officials and 
citizens, including Premier Khrushchev, vis- 
ited the United States to see with their own 
eyes the economic, political and social status 
of the American people. 

Already, Mr. Allen says, “the classic Marx- 
ist line about our economic system has under- 
gone a change; Moscow now admits that the 
masses in America are well fed, well clothed 
and well housed.” This is a big advance, and 
the information service, which has been re- 
vitalized under the direction of Mr. Allen, a 
top career foreign service officer, is to be con- 
gratulated for its share in it.

Secretary Flemming, who had been encour- 
aged by Vice President Nixon to develop an 
Administration plam, has now undergone the 
humiliation of telling Congress he has noth- 
ing to propose, after all. But he cannot really 
believe that, as President Eisenhower said, 
more information is needed. There is plenty 
of information, and Mr. Flemming knows it. 

Only 13 per cent of those in the af- 
fected group have some form of health 
insurance. How difficult their lot is may be 
gathered from a survey made for the Health 
Information Foundation. This shows that in 
a 12-month period in 1957-58, Americans spent 
$16.2 billion dollars for health care. It also dis- 
closes that one third of the population in the 
highest income bracket accounted for 74 per 
cent of the expenditures while those in the 
lowest third spent only 5 per cent of the total. 

Individually, those over 65 face the highest 
expense for doctors, hospitals, medicines and 
the like. Their average bill in 1952 was $102, 
and it rose 73.5 per cent by 1957-1958 to $177, 
as compared with an average of $94 for all 
ages. There are all sorts of other figures, but 
they all add up to the simple fact that medical 
expenses rise with a man’s years, and that for 
most persons the ability to meet them declines 
rapidly once they are off the payroll. 

Mr. Eisenhower may well feel that such 
people should get more help from younger 
members of their families, from hospital clin- 
ics or from private charitable agencies. Leav- 


ing aside the cost in personal dignity this 
would involve, the hard fact is that they are 
\ 


not getting it. So it is indeed time to consider 
helping them through some form of: federal 
action. The Forand bill would require em- 
ployers and employes to contribute an added 
pane tax to anne _— security benefits 
or the purpose. . Flemming, before the 
President called him off, favored state and 
federal payments to supplement private insur- 
ance coverage. There are arguments for each 
plan, but no argument at all for the President’s 
nothing.

Strike Against the City 

Nothing can be gained by continuing the 
strike against the city. Mayor Tucker is right 
in warning the strikers they will be subject to 
disciplinary action unless they return to work 
immediately. | 

Neither Mayor Tucker nor the Board of Es- 
timate nor even the Board of Aldermen has 
authority to grant the demands of the striking 
unions, largely a group of locals affiliated 
with the politically-powerful AFL-CIO Build- 
ing and Construction Trades Council. 

Under the City Charter, pay plans must 
originate with the independent Civil Service 
Commission, which three times has considered 
the 5 per cent wage increase that the striking 
unions regard as inadequate. Twice the Com- 
mission’s recommendations were sent back by 
the aldermanic Ways and Means committee, 
and each time the pay plan was returned to 
the committee substantially unchanged. It 
has had plenty of consideration. 

The Commission has a responsibility to the 
taxpayers as well as to the city’s 8900 em- 
ployes. It has made it quite plain to the Al- 
dermen that the possibility of recommending 
higher municipal wage scales would be con- 
sidered when and if money is available after 
the Aldermen adopt a budget for the fiscal 
year beginning in April. 

A substantial portion of the prospective 
surplus from the earnings tax in the coming 
fiscal year already has been earmarked for 
employe benefits. This includes not only the 
$1,823,000 a year that the 5 per cent boost 
would cost but also the $1,184,000 that it will 
cost each year to put the new municipal pen- 
sion plan into effect. The pension plan is an 
integral part of the package that city em- 
ployes will receive. 

On top of that, another $250,000 to $275,000 
will have to be set aside to extend the 40-hour 
week to 2100 employes now working 44 hours. 

City workers, in short, have been fairly 
treated by the Civil Service Commission. Of 
course they would like higher pay — who 
wouldn’t?—but they cannot justify a strike 
against officials who have no power to grant 
it. The striking unions ought to follow the 
example of the largest union of municipal 
employes, Local 410 of the Institutional and 
Public Employes organization. Its members 
are not satisfied with the pay bill, but they 
are staying on the job. 


Fortunate Choice in Madison 


Four years ago this newspaper indorsed 
Richard H. Mudge in his race for state’s at- 
torney of Madison county, Ill., because he 
promised to enforce the laws against commer- 
cialized gambling. Now Mr. Mudge is running 
for renomination in the Democratic primary 
of April 12 and we think he deserves it be- 
cause he has shown honest determination and 
made creditable progress in fulfillment of 
the promise he made to the voters in 1956. 

Opposing Mr. Mudge for the nomination is 
Anthony W. Daly, another able and attractive 
candidate. Mr. Daly has had a long and varied 
experience in the law, as attorney, city at- 
torney of Alton, judge and teacher. Madison 
countians are fortunate to be able to choose 
between two such superior candidates. In our 
opinion the balance is in favor of the incum- 
bent, because he has shown what he can do 
in the specific job, and because he can carry 
on better than another man could toward 
completion of the cleanup he has already far 
advanced. 


Where the Bond Issues Lost 


If the School Board is to have better luck 
the next time it submits the construction and 
fire-safety bond proposals, it will have to do 
some intensive missionary work in South St. 
Louis. Defeat of the two proposals Tuesday 
can be traced directly to the refusal of a 
substantial bloc of home owners in 10 wards 
in South and Southwest St. Louis to take on 
the modest financial burden of retiring the 
bonds. 

Those 10 wards (35 per cent of the total in 
the city) were the Eighth through the Fif- 
teenth on the South Side and the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth in the southwest portion of 
the city. Collectively they cast about 62 per 
cent of the votes against the bond issues. In 
not one of them did either bond issue obtain 
the necessary two-thirds favorable majority. 
Three of them, the Tenth, Twelfth and Thir- 


. teenth, did not give the construction loan a 
simple majority. Neither did the Twenty-— 


seventh in northwest St. Louis, where a false 
racial issue involving the proposed new North- 
west high was injected into the campaign. 

It can be argued that the South Side wards, 
being areas of individual homes, tend to be 
conservative in tax matters. The South Side’s 
lack of enthusiasm for the proposed school 
tax increase a year ago was instrumental in 
its defeat. But the fact is that these wards 
have produced substantial majorities for bond 
issues, including school bond issues, in the 
recent.past. The 23 items in the $110,000,000 
municipal bond issue of 1955 carried with 
majorities, ranging from 2 to 1 to more than 
6 to 1; thet same day the voters also ap- 
proved a $16,395,000 school bond issue by a 
margin of nearly 5 to 1. South Side wards 
contributed their share to these overwhelm- 
ing majorities. 

The moral seems to be that South St. Louis 
will take on debt when it is convinced of the 
need to do so. In the case of the two school 
bond issues it is waiting for the need to be 
proved beyond a reasqnable doubt. That 
ought not to be too hard to do.

What will historians say from the 
perspective of a generation or so hence 
about America’s influence over the 
course of events in the mid-twentieth 
century? 

I believe that they will focus their 
attention on at least five areas of de- 
cision in the century’s first six decades.

First was our tragic failure in 1919 
to join the League of Nations and to

Fifth, and finally, we now face a 
deepening crisis in India’s economic 
and political development which may 
determine, for good or ill, not only 
the course of events in Asia and Afri- 
ca, but the future relationship of the 
whole underdeveloped world to the 
Atlantic powers, on the one hand, and 
the Soviet Union and Communist 
China, on the other. | 

This fifth challenge is now only grad- 
ually coming to be understood. But 
unless we muster the determination 
and the means to cope with it, the 
price of failure may be even more 
costly than our failure to understand 
the challenge posed by the upheaval 
in China. 

The physical and strategic impor- 
tance of India is underscored by her 
immense political importance. Hun- 
dreds of millions of Asians and Afri- 
cans are coming to see that the only 
practical political and economic alter- 
native to the ruthlessly totalitarian 
program of Communist China is the 
pragmatic approach of democratic 
India. 

If India with all her advantages of 
able leadership, a competent civil serv-

And if they in their frustration throw 
in their lot with Communist totalitari- 
anism, what happens to the global bal- 
ance of power? 


Since 1951 the United States has pro- 
vided India with considerable capital, 
many technicians, and large quantities 
of wheat. If India is to fulfill her min- 
imum * political and economic objec- 
tives, this program must now be 
sharply increased. 

Our aid must be long-term and ade- 
quate. It must be given wisely, sensi- 
tively, and without political strings. It 
must be provided not as a substitute 
for other badly needed grants and 
loans to smaller nations, but as an ad- 
ditional effort in behalf of nations 
whose strategic importance is para- 
mount to the future of two whole con- 
tinents. 

Now let us look the situation square- 
ly in the face: No one can be sure 
that an adequate, well administered 
American aid program will assure In- 
dia’s success.

THIS WEEK’S check of the 
local markets proves that there 
are plenty of ways of supplying 
protein foods for meatless meals 
without catastrophe to. the 
budget. 

We discussed fish supplies in 
some detail in last Thursday's 
marketing column, and gave 
recipes for preparing fish in 
Monday’s food section. Of 
course fish and seafoods (includ- 
ing canned fish) still hold their 
place high on the list of food 
values. 

Incidentally, you now can buy 
a seven and one-half ounce can 
of Alaska king crab meat, 
packed domestically, with lead- 
ers removed for convenience.

He says strokes can be averted—in certain cases. 
Claiming that all strokes can be foreseen, much less 
prevented, would be foolish. But some can, he says. 4

AJACCIO, Corsica, March 24. 
THE OTHER DAY we mentioned that we were going to 
Corsica with our wife. We didn’t explain why. It was quite 
simple. Our wife said to us one day:

with you.”

“How do you know I 
don’t? I'll go to Algeria 
to get away from home.” 

We tried to explain that 
it was rough in Corsica and 
there was no one there 
now but political refugees 
and policemen guarding 
the political refugees. But 
she thought we were just 
trying to get out of taking 
her. 

“I hear Corsica is very 
nice and I’m going,” she 
said. 

The next thing we knew 
we were winging on a 
plane toward Corsica. It was foggy and wet in Paris on 
the morning we left, but when we got to Ajaccio, the capital 
of Corsica, it was wet and foggy. 

“I told you you wouldn’t like it,” we said. 

“I didn’t say I wouldn’t like’ it, and, besides, it can’t 
stay wet and foggy the entire time we’re here.” 

We asked the Corsican taxi driver how long it would 
stay wet and foggy, and he said: “Probably as long as 
you're here.” 

When we got to the hotel, it turned out that the 
main part of it was closed for repairs and only the 
annex was open. Our room wasn’t very large but 
the double bed was broken and something was wrong 
with the hot water. 


We went to see the Prefect of Police about seeing the 
political refugees and we told our wife to unpack. 

When we got back she hadn’t taken out a thing. 

“How long will we be here?” she wanted to know. 

“Three or four days,” we said. “I can’t tell because 
there’s going to be a general strike on Friday.” 

“What does that mean?” 

“No gas, no electricity, probably no water and, they’re 
not sure yet, but it’s possible there may not be any food in 
the hotel either.”

“I’m goirig to visit the political refugees. They’re all 
over the place, but we have to drive there. Do you want 
to stay in the hotel or do you want to go with me?”

“I understand the roads are pretty danze ous.” 

“I don’t care. I’m not going to stay in the hotel alone.” 

We called a taxi and told the driver we wanted to go to 
Porto, which was only about 50 miles outside of Ajaccio. 

He looked at our wife and said: “The roads are pretty 
dangerous.” 


We started off. It's very difficult to give a verbal 
picture of Corsican roads. They wind up through 
the mountains and twist and turn at 90-degree angles. 
There is nothing on one side of the road except sheer 
drops of 1000 and 2000 feet. And there is no way of 
knowing what is coming from the other direction 
unless you blow your horn. But if you blow your 
horn at the same time as the person coming the other 
way you won’t hear him. We didn’t know this, but 
the taxi driver pointed it out to us. 


Our wife was getting a little green. ‘How far is it?” 
she wanted to know. 

“Only 678 more turns,”’ we said. 

“Why do you have to talk to the political refugees?” 
she wanted to know. 

“‘Because that’s what I came here to do. 
go to Corsica without a reason.” 

It took us two and a half hours to drive the 50 miles. 
When we got to the hotel where the refugees were staying 
it was raining harder than ever. 

The refugees were sad, the hotel was sad, and our wife 
was sad. We had lunch with the refugees and then returned 
over the same tortuous route. As we were making the last 
turn our wife asked: ‘“‘When does the plane go back to Paris?” 

“At 6 o’clock. Why do you ask?” 

“I thought we might go on it.”

The 
audiences know by experience 
now that her tip-off laughter is 
trustworthy. When Mrs. Diller 
prefaces a punch-line with the 
melodic bray of an operatic 
burro it may be relied upon that 
the joke will be a good one.

Neighborhood Houses 


NEW YORK, March 24. 

THIS MONTH has been named “Neighborhood Houses 
Month,” and two important anniversaries fall in this year— 
the Jane Addams centennial at Hull House in Chicago and the 
sixtieth anniversary of the United Neighborhood Houses in 
New York City. 

United Neighborhood Houses is a federation of 50 settle- 
ment centers in New York City’s most-troubled neighborhoods. 
These centers have moved as neighborhoods changed over 
the years, but many of them still exist. 

Next year will mark the seventy-fifth’ anniversary of 
Settlement Houses in America. The contribution of these 
settlement houses has, of course, changed with the needs 
of the cities. But at all times they have been a great 
force for good in our city of New York, and nearly every 
big city in the country can tell thé same story of the 
valuable contribution made by them in some neighborhoods 
of their cities. 

In Hull House in Chicago, Jane Addams not only trained 
many workers who affected the life of the city and later 
even of the nation, but she made out of her settlement house 
a center which affected the whole atmosphere of the city 
of Chicago. 


My first social work as a girl of 18 was done on 
Rivington street here in New York in an old settle- 
ment house. I can’t say it was very important work 
for I was not a trained worker, but it kept children 
off the streets and it taught me an understanding of 
a side of life that might have remained to me a 
closed book if I had not come in close contact with 
settlement work. 


United Neighborhood. Houses has inaugurated a joint sup- 
plemental fund-raising campaign to help member settlements 
meet rising deficits, expand existing services, and initiate 
important new ones, The settlements need to raise nearly 
$1,700,000 above the $5,500,000 they now raise in order that 
they may adequately supply the neighborhood services that 


are required to help with new migration, housing, delinquency 


and intergroup problems. .- 


As slum areas are torn down in our cities the 
problem of housing in the interim before new build- 
ings are erected is a very important and difficult 
one to meet. It requires trained personnel and knowl- 
edgeable people to appear before city and state bodies 
in their effort to be helpful in solving these housing 
difficulties. 


Neighborhood Houses Month was established to call our 
citizens’ attention to these needs, and I hope that all of us 
in whatever cities we reside will study our neighborhood 
houses and strengthen their position.

make myself clear. Ham and 
eggs such as you ordinarily get 
at a restaurant, which means a 
little slab of ham and two fried 
eggs side by side, are not coun- 
try style ham and eggs.

Country style means to start. 


with a slice of center cut ham 
at least a quarter of an inch 
thick. If it can be country ham, 
you’ve got it made. Saute this 
piece of ham slowly on one side. 


Turn it over. Break two to four 
eggs (how many can you eat?) 
on top of the slice of ham. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper. Put a 
cover on the skillet. Let it cook 
real slow until the ham is brown 
and the eggs are set. 

Now put the ham and eggs on 
a hot plate. Take a fourth of a 
cup of strong, black coffee and 
add it to the hot ham grease. 
Let it simmer for a couple of 
seconds and pour it over the ham 
and eggs. There you have ham 
and eggs, country style.

FOR MEN WHO FIND eggs 
boiled, scrambled or fried a little 
insipid, here’s a recipe for a 
Texas style omelet: 

Heat two tablespoons of butter 
in the omelet pan, add two 
chopped green peppers, three- 
fourths of a cup of shredded 
boiled hath and a cup of diced, 
cold boiled potatoes. Brown it 
all well. 

Then beat four eggs slightly. 
Add to the eggs a fourth of a 
cup of grated cheese, half a tea- 
spoon of salt, a fourth of a tea- 
spoon of pepper and an eighth of 
a teaspoon of oregano. 

Pour this over the other mix- 
ture. Sti? it around a little to 
mix, let it set, turn it over and 
serve it hot. 

IF YOU WANT to go all out

Shave enough onion to make half 
a cup, dice enough green pepper 
to make a fourth of a cup and 
slice a cup of fresh mushrooms. 
Put all this into a rectangular 
glass baking dish. 

Then melt three-fourths of a 
cup of butter. Add to the butter 
half a teaspoon of salt, an eighth 
of a teaspoon of pepper and a 
teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce. Stir it together and pour 
it over the vegetables in the

Add to them a 
fourth of a teaspoon of Worcester- 
shire sauce and a fourth of a 
cup of red wine.

Bake it all 
in a slow oven until everything 
is done and then put it under 


the broiler for a minute to brown

FINALLY, for the man who 
likes an egg dish that will fight 
back, there’s eggs Tabasco. Like 
this: 

Heat a cup and a half of cream 
just to the boiling point. Melt a 
tablespoon of butter in it as it 
heats. Then add a fourth of a 
teaspoon of Tabasco and half a 
teaspoon of salt. 

Slip six eggs into the cream 
mixture. Sprinkle with half a 
cup of grated Parmesan cheese 
and half a cup of fine bread 
crumbs. As the eggs bake keep 
spooning the sauce over them 
until they’re set. Like shirred 
eggs, you can cook them to suit 
your own taste. For a final 
touch, sprinkle them with 
chopped chives.

Easy Marks

NEW YORK, March 2% (AP), 

AMERICAN WOMEN are the 
world’s best shoppers, except 
when they start to buy a home. 
Then they become putty in the 
hands of real estate men, archi- 
tects and builders, says Erica 
Lemle, of Hewlett, L. I., who 
has made a business of correct- 
ing the errors of the house build- 
ing fraternity. 
_ “An otherwise intelligent 


woman seems to lose all serise 
of values when she steps into a 
model home,” says Erica, who 
in private life is the wife of 
Leonard Amsterdam and the 
mother of three children. “She 
forgets her natural good taste 
and the basic needs of her 
family, and gets stuck with a 
house just like a thousand others 
in the neighborhood. 


“The American public is get- 
ting rooked every day in buying 
homes. They don’t seem to 
realize that a home should be 
planned to fit the needs and 
tastes of an individual family, 
and that they don’t really have 
to live in glass houses unless 
they want to.” 

Erica, dark-eyed, sparkling 
and indignant, is a decorator 
who has found that her business 


has to include a knowledge of 
architecture and construction. 

“Most of the new homes to- 
day,”” she says, “wind up look- 
ing like hospitals. And there 
is little difference in the floor 
plan and beauty of a $10,000 
home and a $50,000 one, They 
have a mass-produced 
even if they are built to order.
